moving in a Vacuum, where all Refiftence of 
Bodies is taken away, does at laft ceafe, tho’ in- 
decd it continues its Motion much longer there than 
in Air. Ir will cherefore be obvious to enquire, 
what the Reafon of its ceafing may be, when all 
Impediments | feem to be removed. For i ir is one 
of the firft Laws of Motion, that a Bo andy once put 
into Motion will always perfevere in it, uniefs 
hiydred by fome Force impreffled upon ir. But 
Ph; lofophers rightly limit this to re€tilinear Motion; 
which does not therefore concern Pendulums, which 
either move in aCycloid or in a Spiral Line. The 
Reafon of their ceafing to move is this, The 
greater the diftance of a Pendulum is from the 
Point of Sufpenfion, the fewer are its Vibrations. 
It muft be alfo obferved that all the Vibrations of 
the fame [ i advlum, whether lefs or more removed 
from the Perpendicular, are performed in equal 
Times, as $ any one may eafily “i Suppofing
